tjuiiul, who vu, by larcurflstaEces, placed 
in positions f nr which be was thoroughly 
unfit. M. Guir,ot uss essentially a literary 
Fiir.ded man— a ittati whose business it in 10 
diii. ant in judicious, though somewhat 
dogmatic language, upon tlie actions of other 
men. M. tiutzot mi not a man of action, 
comrqarntly not a statesman. He was a great 
prufeicor of h ittory whs was most unfortunately 
carried, by the rush of events, to the highest 
poet in the Stele, and found re ■ pons ibili ties cast 
upon him Tor which nothing is hie birth, 
education, habile, talents, or character fitted 
him. M. Guiwii was misjudged, both before 
and after his ministerial failurea , Ovar-asti- 
mated, whilst untried, by people who thought 
that " governing ijualitiea" »rt synonym .jus 
with what in commonly terrified " clave rue a*," 
in a literary tense, and unduly depreciated 
when the public found out whvt was. 
after at), its own mistake and nM his. 
H, (Jui»l was n very erroneously judged man. 
Hut M. de Uontalembetl is stiSl mure so, 
because the n,|. - by which public men are 
judged in France will ni>t aj^ilj to hi<u. TLosu 
who overrate, and those who underrate him, are 
ceite.in to be Equally wrong, for they hire not 
got the kij to him. l-lnligluen the men who iup- 
Iiostd M. Oui«il was a ilalesman ; show Ilium 
what a statesman really is, and [hey will com- 
prebend M. Quir.ot anil his tnaufflciency ; but to 
undetatatid Montaleuiuerl, they must begin by 
static g to be Frenchmen 

Montalembert is p. man formed for public life, 
who is EeYeriheltss fated to live in a cuuolry 
tvhrie public life is eiliacl. He loves liberty, 
fur himself and for others, admit* his enemy's 
right to it (which no genuine Frenohman 
does or can believe in), lures the bustle and 
buuy w)U hard woia. of everyday public life, 
does nut mind hard knock*, gives plenty of 
them, and lakes them in return with goad 
humour, stand< up inrlesibly fi>r -' fair piny." 
nnd is capable— - splendid orator as he incgntes- 
Ubij it — uf debating for weeks nuesuon alter 
question, without being postered by the rage 
foe 11 making a Hpeech" and inflicting it on 
his bearers, whether ihey want it or not. Mon- 
lalcmbcrt ii not » statesman any mere than M. 
Gulstot, or M. Thiers, or any oilier of the 
celebrated politicians of the J uly monarchy ; 
but he is not a pedagogue, nor a professor . 
he ia a living, breathing, thoroughly human 
creature, full of impulse and courage, and pas- 
sionately political. Aad this word expresses 
1he nullity which severs biro from his country- 
men, aa much as doe a his resolute love of fair 
play. It ie not French to love politics pna- 
sionately. Frenchman make a function, or a 
" dignity," of politico: they make politics sub- 
serve some I tog else : they choose politics as a 
" career," aa a means to attain some end ; or 
they debase politics into helping fortune, but 
they da not rtvil in political life fur its own 
take, do not devote themselves to it, and feel 
that, in the glorious task of helping to work out 
great aims, there lies a charm that compensates 
10 certain natures for the absence of every 
personal gain, or of even every personal affec- 
tion. Uontaltmbtrl is of these, and therefore 
tssentiallj no -French. He cares for politics, 
hut not with any selfish motives, nor with a 
liew of itrving tome private interest; in fact, 
hv would never serve it, if be wished, for he is 
incessantly committing some enormous error In 
judgment, imperilling his own or his friend's 
safety ; but he bas been in the thick of the fray, 
bat aaid what he use determined to say, and 
has drunk deep of the ttrong, healthy draught 
of public life, and that is what he cares for. 
Buck another does not live among 
the eons of Gaul as this freedom- 
loving, wrong-headed, generous-heaited, 
hard-working, Catbob'c descendant of Southern 
Cimadera and Scotch chieftains. He does not 
care for alike (as all other Frenchmen do', ha 
would not be a Minister for worlds ; he is, not, 
aa we have said, a aUtetman, and would not 
know how to win power — genuine political 
powev— or how to wield il, but he is never easy 
out of the joy of the turmoil and the strife. He 
doea not want lo Becure something by being in 
l'erliajnent, but he wants thai there should 
alwaya he a free Parliament, and that he should 
be always, in it. 

Montalembtrt loves public life as great Bailors 
love I he set— instinctively, and from boyhood 
upwsvds. Ha was but a mere boy when he 
first threw himself into ihe arena of politics, 
and bit w hole later life has been but the carry- 
ing out, as it frtre, under various forms, of its 
irtt overt act. Ha was not much more than 
twenty when the July Revolution took place, and 
France was. told that there was no freedom which 
ah* waa not to enjoy fully. Above all, ahe was 
to count upon freedom of education; that i*. 
every falherwai to have the right of bringing up 
hit ions at he chose. If he were a Catholic, or 
a Fiotestant, a Greek Christian, or a Jew, ii 
was to be poiaible for him to teach hit chil ■ 
drtn hit own religious tenets, to instil into 
them the principles he himsell respected, and, 
in short, to fashion them morally and intaltec- 
toally *s he believed to be fur their good, 
without acting them condemned lo pass their 
days in idleness, and find every public profes- 
sion closed to them. Tills was one or 
the first most solemn promises of the 
July Government, and certainly one of thoec 
most requisite. In France up to IB 13, it was 
not feuibl* for a father to educate his aon as he 
thought it right to do, unless he beforehand re- 
nounced for him every public career ■ for in 
ranee the ; aU-eentealising "State" held Z 
fashioning the tools wherewith its work was to 
be done. If a young man intended to pursue a 
caret r in eny public office whatsoever ha was 
forced to produce ceitsia " diplomat ■ " to have 
been cdueated, that is, bv the Government 
Now, in order to flatlet the then popular feeling 
of impiety, the "State" had declared itself 
thoroughly without religion, and lite f^mcus 
nicliim of ■' L'Elat est Athie." expressed the 
condition 0 f France, ej far a? riie otficial 
establishments far Instruction were concerned. 
Hut this was, in a manner, LJberty spelt back- 
*ards ; for the large majority of " respectable " 
rtench people were, even it the period we 
allude to, believers in Christianity, and in the 
«oir,an Catholic form of it, sndjlhey fund it an 
intolerable haidfbip to be compelled to tend 
WW sons to schools where religion was 
in fact tteatcd cs »n obsolete prejudice, and 
*bete boys were brought up to be without 
morality, a-rthout manners, and without belief. 



Consequently, the promise we have mentioned 
was rectiitd with raptures — but it was not 

fulfilled. 

Charles de Mont ale mbert was, however, 
diteirnintd lo see how fat the Govern- 
ment wiuld venture to play false to 
ihc nation, and he coolly eat up a 
■chool. (Joined with him was the Abbe 
I.scordaire, a very youthful priest, suspected of 
tntcrlainiiag the moat advanced democratic 
opinions. Theie two opened their school, and 
began to teach the children who attended it, 
but were, at the tad of a few days, seized by 
the police, and tuined out of their establish- 
ment. They were tiitd by the oidinary tribu- 
nals, and (of course i condemned. They ap- 
pealed from the sentence, and pending the ap- 
peal MonJalcmbeu'a fither died, leaving bis 
ton a peer of France, the hereditary peerage not 
be leg yet abolished. 

I hue he was, the yuung wrestler, whose one 
chief hsppinens ia a conflict. 1 here he was 
but just of age, invested with a political dignity, 
and having the weight of a political responsi- 
bility already cast upon him. The trial had 
been a purely judinat one at first ; but the ap- 
[ieil from it carried the leading culprit into 
anolhtr court, The whole affair was now 
political, and the boy-l'ter was to be arraigned 
before his co- legislators, and to aland at the 
bar el the 1'inmhrr <ltx YW.i, constituted into 
a high court of justice ! This was a rare en- 
trance into public life 1 an incomparable oppor- 
tunity 1 , and bow Montnlcmbcrt liked itt he 
enjoyed the single-handed '■ set-to " against 
the whole formidable array of hostile old Peeti", 
with 

" That item joy which warriors feel, 
In foemcn worthy el theii steel.'' 

There arc few speeches finei in the world's 
oratorical archives than the tremendous attack 
Kiidq by )cung MonMlcsbcrt on thb occasion 
upon the members of his order. It is, of course, 
full of defects, or it would be less fiae, because 
less true; but thiy are its own defects, Its 
proper, inevitable defects. It is unjust, impru- 
dent, cruel, fiercely young ; but it ia 
sincere, lrue, eiiruest, uncah-ulating, and full 
of the riaraion of a man who feels that 
the public has been given bin to speak to, and 
that the larger the audience the belter. Pro- 
bably no similar dnfostf was ever made under 
similar circumstances : it stands alone in the 
annals of foreign I'artiamsntary oratory, and 
this speech reveals the man. 

When MoMalemiert's address to "hi* 
TefTs" was ended, there of course confronted 
him atharnber full of foes, arid not one sup- 
potter ; still, the effect of what he had said had 
been fo great, and the Government was so 
evidently in a false position, that all aggrava- 
tion of the sentence was avoided, and the 
general frtliog was, that the less eaid of the 
whole incident the belter. 

For four yeats the youth whose wondrous 
eloquence had so startled his colleagues retired 
into silence, for he had no right to sit till bi.« 
twenty, fifth year was completed. Then 
he came amongst them, look hie seat, and spoke 
again, often with much effett, not toon with the 
effect he had produced in 1B31, perhaps never 
until his very last speech in the same chamber, 
wben, sixteen years after, he warned bis 
agitated listeners that revolution was at 
thair very threshold. 'I his wat the celebrated 
speech on Swiss affairs, which so thoroughly 
carritd awsy the entire audience that friends 
and monies rose and unanimously niguired 
that an immediate order should be issued to 
print the harangue ihey had juat heard. There 
attain came out the Montalembert of the trial 
of 1831 , and, later, as he was ngain destined 
to show himself, in the famous pamphlet on 
Kngland, which goaded Louut Napoleon 
into the moat ill-advised of his 
Frets persecutions. Still, with all his 
genius, many were the faults and blunders 
into which, during (he eiztsen years we have 
mentioned, Montalembert' » best qualities, even 
more than his defects, were perpetually driving 
him. And since then, wiih ihe portals of public 
life closed before him, and the voice that so 
lovts 10 stir ihe echo of human hearts con- 
demned to be mute, he has contrived to give as 
many proofs of hi* want of statesmanlike 
perceptions At of hit remarkable and 
always imyTtrsive political eloquence. Mon- 
talembert Is possessed of a singular, 
of sn almost irresistible charm, when, either in 
speaking or in writing, he undertakes the advo- 
cacy of any political subject- This charm ia his 
own passionate belief, his glowing and genuine 
tnlhuiiasm. His lubject seizes and absorbs 
htm, and leavrs. no one faculty of mind ot heart 
at liberty. He really and truly loves polities 
with all his heart. Modid Pitt; but other points 
in I'itt'a nature made the Political rnsnon 
assume the science ot power as its outward shape, 
w hili t in Montalembert the airne passion for po- 
litics seeks its visible f.inn solely in splendour of 
eipression. Montalembert has no " governing 
qualities," no " science of power," but ha hi, 
peihaps, more gilted with eloquence than any 
other man in Europe. 

There it one tribute, however, that all rami 
pav 10 Montalembert ; with all the errors of 
judgment into which he hat fallen, with all the 
mis lakes which he has made, hs has sever be- 
trayed the eauss of liberty, and never come to a 
cmpromise wilh despotism. He has had, from 
first lo las', but one creed ; — the union of free- 
dom and the Church. All other opinions seem 
to him subordinate lo this one, and as ha com- 
""hced ^ life in doing battle for this 
belief, "so he will probably go to 
iis end ready to incur everv eacrLfica in 
its cause. He is ■ tinc-ere and ardent Catholic, 
but he so |Htifecily Iruels hist form of faith, that 
he is eonm ced perfect freedom is the surest 
way 10 win ihe whole warld to it. He would 
think soy retl riint or subjection an offence 
lowirds his Church, for he esteems that the 
tiuth and beauty of ihe Church mutt sufliDe, 
tnd for the rest he U patient. It is not easy for 
us in England, with our renunciation, of this 
principle of infallibility, lo realise the power 
that this theory has on those who sincerely 
hold it; and therefore it is not easy for us to 
understand Montalembert and Ihe one chief 
object of his whole life. To him, lie mors 
freedom given to any community, the 
heller (he chancel for his religion : con- 
sequently, freedom is served by him with a 
Hue and genuine devotiun. This, of courae, is 
an idea only compatible with such undoubted 
faiih as his; diminish Moutalemberi'e trutt in 
hia creed by cne hiir's breadth and he will 
naturally become fearful of allowing free es 
animation of that deed ; hit desire for liberty 
resie upon Lis unlimittil respect for bin religion, 
upon his unlimited faith in ihe Catholic Church. 
And so in merely secular politics hs is fearless 
as a Briton ■ nay, almost ■• go-ahead " at a 
\ank«. Whilst he sat in Louis 
Philippe. Chamber of Peers, he was 
for ever tuning round on those " grave and 
reverend signors." and saying, laughinglv to 
Ihem wilh a sort of haughty s.hoolboy lone : 

IV til, what is it you're afiaid of now f" They

their sight had grown dim, sad they could not 
see hiss. When the fate they had feared was 
upon taeno, they uttered no word, but croaehed 
in silence, and arete devoured. Then. Montal- 
embtrt, who had ridiculed their alarms whilst 
Ihey were groundless, but whe had at once 
warned when danger began to threaten (and 
hid been equally disregarded both times), 
instead of hiding and trembling, put himself 
forward, and soon stood in I be front of the small 
band of brave spirits who headed the reaction 
against tha silly and vulgar revolutionary ex- 
ecutes of 16M8. Hsd Montalembert been as 
statesmanlike as he is courageous and elo- 
quent, he would (for hi could) have governed 
France, and have prevented her from drifting 
into ilonapatliitn. 

F'Tance was still French in 18<8 and 18 19, 
slill libera], and still of the present time, and 
bad any one taken resolutely the lead, she 
could not have been forced into despotism, ot 
into the absurd end criminal imitation of 
the past. But Montalembert was, in I8t6, 
ss he was tn iS3l. absorbed by his 
one idea — the union of Liberty and 
the Church, and like all men with " one 
iiiea," it was out of his power to be political, or 
to behave like a statesman. The chance went 
by for many others in France at well as for 
him, and a rtgitnr was established which left to 
all honest men, to all gentlemen in France, but 
one of two resources— protestation or despair. 
Cavui gnat's heart broke, Tocqueville sink. 
These, end many more than are chronicled, 
despaired and died ; Monlatembert, with the 
more energetic, protested, protests still, and 
will go on protesting till he too dies, or till 
things change. No caresses and no threats 
—nothing will wean him from his defiance. 
He will take up subject after subject, 
right or wrong that is not his busLiees ; , 
and find in each ihs metes of attacking hie 
country's foes. All the intensity uf hia huyish 
ardour will come hack to him, and he will lash 
Honapartism root and branch, at he lashed the 
"cowardly" peers when they tat in judgment 
on him, All his youth revives through fais 
anger, snd indignation is to him the source of 
the noblest inspiration. It will be evident to 
our reader.-, from ail we have said, that 
Montalembert makes a very indifferent sort 
of Frenchman. So fearless and so fair, 
dealing, so full of faith, and 10 Liberal, 
so "illogical" and so passionately politicil, 
where and how ia Montalembert to be classed 
among hi; countrymen if He stands alone, 
■part, ■ great and marked " individuality," — 
(another anomaly in France, where the indivi- 
dual, absorbed by ' ■ society," ia thoroughly e*- 
linci). Certain traits in Montalcmbert's cha- 
racter and career must, however, never be 
forgotten. In the moat corrupt of all countries 
and all epoche, ho is ignorant of the meaning 
of ihe word " st If- interest ;" and in the 
midst of a civilisation in which all enllrj- 
siasm has died out, he is ready to make any 
sacrifice to his political passion. We in Eng- 
land, too, must remember that, however at 
other times he may reproach and abuse us, the 
one work in which England is best appreciated, 
and the deepest lore and reverence for her 
shown, is Montslerabert's. To him we owe the 
firsl real revelation to the continental public of 
what Englishmen teslly are.

Ha tiJug upon biioMif 
ib« credit and the rttpondibiluy of 
th»t let which hu now recwr<d the 
umitrdJkl condema»tion of Buropi!, and pbud 
in jtop*rdjr tbe peics of the world. We do 
sot think tbit in uny wnf iDcanaiilent with one 
impreuion that Mr, Wilxei 11117 htv« re- 
ceived encouragement to Uke thin it«p from 
eolhe member of the Cebinet of W«hi D ([ton. 
In MTeril of the lettera of Mr. RuutM., there 
id pUinlT indiceted 1 want of harmony in lb* 
views of iti membcri. Hr. Sewish, who haa 
cliirge of the Foreign Attain of the 
American States, hu abown iptuksd hon- 
tilitj on many occasion!. From him the 
fupgestioti reoeired great force that the Cina- 
dian pTtrvince of England ihould be awkexed 
to the fltaUrd of Anus riot From him thoee 
circulars Istntd which tignifltd the rrett probd- 
bility of war, and recommended the fortiflcationi 
of the conit From him thoae drupaUhea pnre 
echt In reference (o the wroege done to 
Britiah tobjecU, which. In their tone, would be 
regarded ai inaolenet from an inferior, and 
threatening from a laperior power. Is ii not 
Ihen extremely probible that, follewing 
out Ibid policy, he may hare given 
to Commodore Wi lvm the hint upon which 
be baa acted, although unauthorUed by any 
eijirepa inatrurtiemJ ? 

the deelarationi of European Powc» an the 
eobjeet of thli arrett are too decisive to isavs 
(be ooejtion open for diacneaion. The Atneri- 
caji Oovernment drill not, lame fore, hare the 
opportunity of reaaoning out the tight which 
may be assumed from some claims formerly 
a alerted but now obsolete, and not abiolvtely 
parallel with the circuDeUocee or the Trent. 
The question, therefore, will be brought into a 
very narrow com pan, and peace or war will be 
determined, it la higlly probable, at a single 
dining. 

But will the Americana plunge their country 
lata thli new difficult; ? The people of Boston, 
commonly reputed to be Intelligent, have given 
their adhetlon to this violence. Mr. Wu.kes 
haa been supported by toe iinaninkout outbnrtt 
of popular approbation. Will thia paaaionate 
«jro pithy act upon hta Government and induce 
peraerreranee ? How far an we to rely upon 
the judgment of Jtr. Rt76hlll, who imagined 
that thia will be the cut? It mttat be remem- 
bered that Hr. Rt/ihxl'i lettera, though an 
eipreaeion of hi* own opinion, are not without 
peculiar weight. He haa aecaea In various fonnn 
to the higheet lourcee of information, and thus 
wbtn he exprenee an opinio)] it nvnit be taken 
for arjimethlng more than the mere ipKiiUlioa 
of an ordinary political writer. But what motice 
can the Owenuneat of the United Statee bare 
for precipitating war with a great tural power, 
whole veaaela will immediately open to the 
Booth an abundant annua both for the did- 
charge of their pradaea and the Importation of 
the mater'm] of war? If under put circamitancer 
the military critic pronoun cea the campaign to 
have been a drawn battle, or, if not, in favour 
of the Sooth- what will be the proapecta of 
America when her ahorea are utailed by the 
fleet* of England and with the moral aupport of 
all Eur. pe ? There la however the supposition, 
and not ao unlikely, ai it la not by any meanj new 
—that the American Government foratee the 
in'erminabl* nature of the preitnt conflict, and 
the niter impoeribility of reducing the 9c>nth to 
any union with the North which will be of the 
■lightest avail. They aee that they are not 
only forfeiting all claim to the trade of the 
South by theae attempte nt fubjugalioa, 
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but are forcing into rapid development 
the man ufa during rcseimes of the South 
iltelf, If we auppoaa that there Sa no latent 
piifpoe* lo carry out the policy of Mr. flawann, 
and peiiethe Canadian territoriea— that thia pro- 
ject irill fail— it Lp act far- fetched to * appose that 
the declaration of war by England would open 
to the United Bute» a fait pretext far abandoning 
a luicidal imteatuie conflict which U ai 
hopelet* a« it la daalructive. In that event the 
Southern sutea would be recogniied aa an in- 
depecdenl power, and the great a\ut of our 
diHii uliica beins removed, we might auppoae 
that peace would be rd a cored between England 
and the United Statea. 

1 here it, however, the potability that, inde- 
pendent of alliuch coneideratioca, having once 
tuppotted by vociferous applause the aggieaaion 
of Commodore Wiliu, the people will push 
the Goremmmt to a recognition of the act, and 
defy the eonaequenctt. In democratic govern- 
menta the foreign policy of the nation la always 
full of danger. It rarely happena that a wile 
course is immediate I; popular. Rarely hat 
England declared a war that hu not, la It* com- 
mencement, been supported by the populat 
tuBrage, and which haa not before 
its cloaa been equally denounced. Such may 
be the couiae of Ihingi in America. 
Puibtd by the violence of revolutionary Pu- 
aione and thwarted military aapiiatlou, the Ru- 
bicon may be paaeed by the Cabinet of Wub> 
ington. To argue the impOMibility or an event 
because it is impolitic, would be to close the 
nook of human experience, 

Notwithstanding alt theae considerations, 
which prevent any decisive judgment, we a till 
think it improbable that the Cabinet of Wuh> 
in (t Ion will refuse the daliafacdon demanded by 
ihe honour of Great Britain, and auppotted by 
the advice of the whole civilised 
world. The viewd of France and 
Auatria and other Great rowan on the subject 
could not have been known in Wash in it too 
v. hen Mr. Ki'.sri r came to the conclusion 
that the eggreaiion would be adopted by the 
United States, A Government which might 
pioudl? defy the remomlrancea of the patty 
com',], lining will find in the accord of European 
opinion a reason in itself for reviewing its pre- 
tenaiona, and repudiating, or, if that 11 no longer 
potaible, aloning for an act which it hu found 
no allies to defend. 



The life of Fbiwoe Ai.hkut only wanted the 
bleeking of continuity to the term allatted by 
nature to deserve to be called eminently happy. 
He was born shortly after the close of that 
frightful war which desolated, Europe, and he is 
not permitted to aee the buratiog of thoae clouJj 
whitb *, long hav* hung over moel civilised 
countriea, and which ha with hie great penatra- 
tion ecanned from the hvighl lo which Provi- 
dence had raited him. The principality to 
which he wie bom did not relieve 
him from the obligation of isif. culture, 
or offer those enlioementd to ertiavaganee and 
dissipation which ex-ist in some of the great 
capitate of Europe. Ai a etudent at the uni- 
versity, he wu remarked for the aunplinity of 
hid manners, add hie devotion to learning. The 
coioBBiion of the (li-ets brought him to Bng- 
iacd, and, from the intercourse which ensued, he 
wu aoon known as her probable choice. 
Her marriage soon followed— an event which 
jielded to the royal pair aa much domestic 
happineu aa commonly falls to the lot of the 
moat favoured by Providence. Their numerous 
family, trained with the most intelligent loUti. 
tude, baww been the object or that nation.] 
interest which la alwaya excited whan the 
virtues and pleasures attain sole- in the 
humblcet walks of life are displayed 
on the most conipkuoua theatre or 
human grandeur. Happy haa it been fur the 
nation that it ecu Id find in the family of the 
Qi i.i.k a model of domestic virtu* — that from 
that circle nothing ever cam* forth which could 
make loyalty appeu like adulation. I-atxcx 
Albert's taste for the fine arts wu folly par- 
ticipated by the Qrcnr. Our readers wdlrecil- 
In. 1 that seme of the specimens uf their Innocent 
amusement got Into eotdid hands, and that it 



we* necessary to obtain an injunction 
the Court or Chancery to withdraw 
them from that publicity for which they were 
not intended. The musical talent or 1 xixcx 
ALnEBT hu shown itself in more than one 
specimen of sacred music now knows lo th* 
public. In the great scientific aoeiely whose 
sbourj have ao largely contributed to the in- 
crease of knowlet^e, the 1'i.ikcb Covioit 
took a very prominent and eetloua part. He 
found in thia and other such movements the 
precise position which was adapted to his 
peculiar relations to England, Almost 
excluded from political function a and polemical 
eon trove rsies, k* employed bis lime in promot- 
ing the general elevation of th* people In 4 
iphere which no parly or religious antagonisms 
can Ttry easily disturb. Pxiirci Ambit, 
however, took a profound interest in the modern 
forma of national life, and shared in th* deep 
anxiety of all minda or the firat order, lest the 
solution of the great problem— union of necea- 



It will be remembered that 
aroae In consequence of hi* stating on one oece 
■ion that " representative inatitntiona war* on 
their trial." The maniacs of freedom deemed 
this opinion a d peciea of treason. How fully, 
however, . since thoae words were attend has 
the experience of th* woiM established their 
ttnthl England hat only tfflf-tetted that great 
question, becanae she hu not yet reached th* 
epoch when rtpreaeatsllTo Luatltutions will be 
subject to (heir ttnsl aurain, and other nations 
have in vain hitherto attempttd to unit* Uberry 
and authority. 

Th* Rxhlbltion of the Icduilry or all Nations 
will be a perpetual alteatatiou of the intelligent 
public spirit of the deceased P am cr. Such dis- 
plays confined to • nation are not by any mesne 
of modem Invention, hut the grandeur of th* 
London Exhibition wu the admission of all 
nation*, England, having adopted th* princi- 
ple* of free trade, carried them to their 
logical results, and both admitted and re- 
corded the industrial achievements of rival 
nation*. There is no house within th* new or 
eld world that has not *oeve advantage — dome 
convenience or elegance— to attest the u»e ful- 
ness of lhat great movement to refine the teste 
and improve the enjoyments of mankind. There 
id not a manufactory that hu not aome procdta 
by which it* tuk is facilitated, flrat brought out 
and displayed on that great occasion. To hare 
icen the Exhibition and all the attendant cir- 
cumstances wu to have witnessed on* of the 
greatest event* of lime. 

Another still more magnificent exhibition will 
probably be made, but it can only ba imitation. 
None who tread those courts of art and indue try 
will be able to forget th* Parse* who sugges- 
ted the model. Bat how tad muat be that 
torn* of national feelivity to th* Ulajtriaua 
l*t*y who opened th* Grit attended by It* 
founder. 

Perhaps, however, the Interest which FsUarci 
ALnini took in lits improvement of th* Con- 



dition of the lower claaaet la pre-eminently 
hid title to the popular gratitude. Ha gave all 
lb* encouragement of hi* exarmpl* to provide 
heller habitations for lb* poor — to Improve the 
economy of their dwellings, and provide a relief 
from lhat costly hut mite re Ms mod* of supply 
which ta the great tax upon the small aaruinga 
of the lower el sited. 

The loss «f this excellent Praxes will be 
deeply fell by the nation. Ho wu a 
guarantee of immento valu* that th* 
interests of the Crown would never be compro- 
mised or th* constitution of the country invaded. 
The Quexh hu now ministers whs will advise 
with her; but to whom can ehoopan hit inmost 
(hougula, or whet* will ah* find th* gentle influ- 
enc* which can support and direct where no 
courtier would apeak, and where no minuter 
could guide? Th* miafortune which ha* over- 
taken the nation and th* Uttsi La one that 
time only Can appreciate. II it another let son 
added to thousand d on the uncertainty of all 
earthly gnetn***, and on th* infinite 
superiority of those qualities which 
may be aha red in the lowest aa wall aa the 
highest conditions of humanity. The chamber 
of dying prince* can only be illuminated by the 
seme Hi vme hope* which ahed their lustre often 
on the pallet of the pauper. Pxihci Albeit 
wia a good mail u well ai a mat on* ; and] he 
will always be spoken of with that veneration 
which time itself conciliate* to the memory of 
the just. 



The mournful intelligence of th* death of th* 
FnrnrE Coasobt will nil many hearts with 
sorrow. Cut off in the midst. *f life, in the 
htight of human prosperity, poiaeeaed of 
all that could aatisfy the highest aspir- 
ations, be hu been taken away by the 
violence of one of those diaeates which 
rarely enter th* precincts of a pjtact. 
How unsullied a reputation hu he left he- 
kind him ? From hia first appearance In the 
British nation hia name hat oeen ueociated 
wiih eveiy institution which could elevate the 
social condition of the poor, attend die boun- 
daries of *ci*nc*. or promote the welfare of 
mankind. 

If momentary mil understandings cat! the 
alightcat shadow over his name, it never 
extended beyond officii! differences of th* most 
temporary nature. Aa the husband of the 
Queeh and the father of bar children, Pnrxcx 
AtnsnT presented a fine example of domestic 
virtue, helieved by the pecutiaritiea of our 
Constitution from (he care of the State, ha 
conferraird his time to the culture or the 
minds of these who in England, or in othet 
parte of the world, would bear the weight or 
influence the morali of empire*. The leu of th* 
Royal Family in th* removal of it* domeelic 
head will be realised in every Britiah dwelling 
with the intensity of a great kindred sorrow. 
It ia told of the Unix* that on many occa- 
sion* ihe hu thrown aside her Royal 
Stala, to give her aympathy, as a wife and 
mother, to (he widow and orphans ; that ahe 
has confined this manifestation of human tender- 
lies* to no class, but felt and manifested her 
feeling fot the humblest depend ants in the great 
at raits and agonic* of life. It will bathe earneat 
prayer of all our reader*, that Goo, whose 
care, u Ihe Father of the father- 
lesa and th* huaband of the widow, 
is as necessary, often, amidst the perils of a 
palace aa in the cotton* of th* poor, may 
pteaerve the mind of the Qtraxir from 
th* preddore of iBeupportable grief, and 
cosnpeaiaale, by public and private consolations, 
th* immense bereavement which hu befallen 
her.

The December Mauritius mail arrived, via 
Merbtillee end Southauiptun, umbo S;h and Ilia 
February, moit punctually. The year hut dosed 
upon ua in gloom and Borrow. The Prince 
Contort it dead, und the nation in gathering up 
■ U ita energies for a tremendous struggle 
and bloody war with North America, 
should the misguided Cabinet of Washington, 
mob- swayed and insolent, not repent of its out- 
rage in time. 

I will first detail the great melancholy loss 
of England. On Monday, the 23rd iuUnt, at 
twelve o'clock, the mortal rerniins of the Prince 
Consort were laid in the resting- 
place of the tomb. With that good 
reuse which it cbaracteriatic of 
Iter Majesty, and by the eiprest wish of the 
illustrious Prince himself, the funeral was 
ordered to be aa private as possible under the 
circumiLancea. 

It is now certain that the Prince died of 
typhus, few, identical with that of hi. 
cousin's, the King of Portugal, and his 
younger brother, whose sudden death 
made a gnat impression on his mind. 
Where or how tela typhoid waa caught, 
it ia hard to say. Though the castle of 
Windsor in well drained itielf. the town 
of Windsor is notoriously badly drained. The 
Prince of Leiningen, the Duke of Cambridge, 
*nd Lord Pelmerttoa were, from illness, unable 
to attend the funeral. 

A eotMtpondent, 'peaking of the intuitu that 
had been offered to England, says " strong in the 
contciotiineu of right and In the obaerranco of 
tie strictest neutrality, England did not heed 
i Ik ec intuits, knowing full well that bet motives 
would not be misconstrued by other nations, 
and not wishing to **em to Ltjure the Northern 
State*, which after a year of warfare have had 
nothing but defeat* ; but the Crowning act 
of insolence and folly hat taJtatt placs, 
and the slightest retraction now would be 
fatal to the honour of the nation which 
»t the pretest moment ie admirably prepared for 
any emtrgeccy," Karl Ruieell and the English 
Cabinet Council were assembled, and had the 
opinion of the no lest lawyers in the 
Kingdom. The opinion of the Continental 
lawyers wu also taken, and tu y de- 
clared the act of the captain of the 
San Jacinto wu a gross violation of Inter- 
national Law, A dispatch was therefore drawn 
np by lb* Secretary or Foreign Affairs, calm, 
moderate, and energetic. Jt says — 

" The gentlemen taken from the Trent steamer 
were to be given up, and an apology nude ; or 
Lord Lyons would be ordered to leave, and war 
would be declared." 

It appears this dispatch waa commenicatcd 
to the Emperor Napoleon particularly, and to 
the other power*, and highly approved by them. 
Bow It wat approved by the Emperor Napoleon 
iiclaar from the fact that after having the 
highest international law opinion in 
France, hie Majesty aent t circular to 
th« great Powers, announcing that he 
had communicated to the cabinet of Washington 
that this act of Captain Wilkes wu an outrage 
on international law. lbs dispatch of Earl 
E uracil to Lord Lyons, sent by his special 
messenger, would arrive at Washington about 
the ITifi or !S!h. 

lie lucid tununing up ef the question ia 
ihe Bute paper which M. Thouvenal, in the 
same of the Emperor, and quite unasked 
by England, was on December 3rd despatched 
to the President, at Washington, Lord Lyons 
it already charged to present the demand for 
utiafaetion which the Cabinet of England 
is under the nouesity of miking, and which 
consists in the immediate releue of the 
persons taken from the Trent, and ex- 
planttion* which ihall relieve the net 
of the captain of the San Jacinto from its offen- 
sive character to tbo British flag. The Federal 
Government would be inspired by . jast and 
elevated policy in yielding to tha demands. 
It ia Impossible to conceive any object ot 
any interest thtt it could have to run the 
riik of provoking ■ rupture with Greet 
Britain by assuming a different altitude. 

This conduct of France is highly honourable, 
and if the coming struggle does net bring 
either Slidell or Mason, or the news of 
their speedy surrender, the only conclusion to 
be drawn ie that that madness premonitory of 
twin hat already fallen on the portion of 
•be Feder.1 Republic which nttuiaM , 
Count Kech.rrg has written a despatch to 



the Austrian MisUtUrl at Washington, in which 
he states that the Government or her Britannic 
Majesty tie full)' justified in requiring reparation 
in the affair of the Trent, and he urges the 
American Government not to complicate 
their affairs by any delay in satisfying 
the just demands of England. It 
ia stated at Pari* thtt a communi- 
cation hat been received hj a well* 
known 6rro, and communicated to the American 
Minister, that the Cabinet of Washington had 
decided to surrender to England the Southern 
Commissioners taken bom the Trent.
